Washin g ton is pretty ag og n ow ov er two parties celebratin g the 
secon d an n iv ersary of Presiden t Ken n edy 's in au g u ral while Demo­ 
cratic leaders were in town to plan 1864 strateg y . 
First, a Sl.ftOO-a-plate din n er at the n ew In tern ation al In n . The 600 
or more big fish atten din g this affair g ot fav ors of a free ticket to a 
S100-a*seat g ala which followed at the Nation al Gu ard armory , with­ 
ou t food, for may be 5.000 little fish. 
The party cou ld g ross may be a million dollars toward redu cin g the 
Nation al Committee debt. 
No primed g u ests lists were av ailable for either affair to iden tify 
the su ckers. This trick was u sed ex ten siv ely by the Repu blican s du r­ 
in g the Eisen hower admin istration , bu t the GDP holds n o copy rig ht on 
it an d both parties u se ev ery stron g -arm method they can thin k of to 
raise political fu n ds.

Most hav e come from career civ il 
serv an ts in the u pper g rades, complain in g they hav e been pressu red 
to bu y tickets to the $100-a-seat g ala. 
The callers can 't rev eal their iden tity for fear of political reprisal. 
The implied threat is that if they don ’t con tribu te, they won 't g et that 
promotion or mig ht be down -g raded. 
Sen . John J. Williams, R-Del., has deman ded an in v estig ation of 
n ewspaper charg es that g ov ern men t workers were told to bu y tickets 
SIO down an d HO a mon th if they cou ldn 't pay cash. 
On a smaller scale, this is characteristic of the real an d in g en u ity 
shown in raisin g the $55.9 million in ran som food, dru g s an d cash to 
g et the Bay of Pig s prison ers released from Castro cells. The ran som 
was n ot solicited directly by the g ov ern men t or the admin istration . 
The tou ch was made bv New York attorn ey James Don ov an to food 
an d dru g trade association s an d g ifts were made to the Red Cross. 
Bu t before an y thin g was g iv en , there was fu ll clearan ce by Depart­ 
men ts of State, Ju stice an d Treasu ry that there wou ld be n o prosecu ­ 
tion for it u n der an titru st, tax or food an d dru g laws. 
So priv ate in du stries that really had the heat pu t on them du rin g 
con sideration of n ew food an d dru g leg islation last y ear forg av e an d 
forg ot an d pu lled the admin istration 's chestn u ts ou t of the fire for its 
Bay of Pig s fiasco.

In all fairn ess, it mu st be recog n ized that the Presiden t tu rn s his 
salary ov er to charity , that the Ken n edy Fou n dation is doin g ex ten - 
liv e research on men tal retardation an d that the First Lady tu rn s ov er 
to charity most of the g ifts sen t to her an d her family as g estu res of 
tin cere admiration .

Althou g h the ex act cau se is n ot 
kn own it is seen most common ly in 
men (IO times more men than wom­ 
en ) who smoke more than on e pack 
of cig arettes a day , who hav e fre­ 
qu en t colds an d attacks of bron chitis, 
an d who liv e rn in du strial areas with 
air pollu tion . 
In the early stag es of this in sid­ 
iou s process there are n o sy mptoms 
an d the diag n osis can be made 
on ly at au topsy when a person has 
died of somethin g else. As the 
disease prog resses there is short­ 
n ess of breath bu t it comes on so 
g radu ally that most su fferers can ’t 
tell ex actly how man y mon ths 
o r 
y ears they had it. 
Man y of them become alarmed 
an d blame their shortn ess of breath 
on asthma, ov erweig ht, or heart 
disease. Becau se ex ertion ag g rav ates 
the shortn ess of breath they may cu t 
down on their ou tdoor activ ity bu t 
this is likely to add to their diffi­ 
cu lty . Mean while they may dev elop 
a cou g h which does n ot accomplish 
its pu rpose of riddin g them of their 
spu tu m becau se the secretion s from 
the lu n g s are thick an d g lu ey . 
Becau se the air in the lu n g s is 
dammed back, the chest may be­ 
come en larg ed, a con dition kn own 
as barrel chest. An d becau se the 
lu n g s are filled with old air that 
can n ot escape, there is less room 
for fresh air. As a con sequ en ce the 
blood cou rsin g throu g h the lu n g s 
does n ot pick u p en ou g h ox y g en to 
n ou rish the tissu es an d in the late 
stag es the face, han ds, an d feet

Sin ce we doctors do n ot kn ow the 
ex a ct ca use o f this disea se we doj 
no t kno w ho w’ to prev ent it a nd, I

replaced by n ew’ tissu e. 
Howev er, mu ch can be don e if 
treatmen t is started in the early , 
stag es. A person with beg in n in g em-| 
phy sen ia shou ld report to his doctor1 
when ev er a cold or other acu te 
respiratory disease is startin g . 
He will be well adv ised to g iv e 
u p smokin g or, if he can ’t do this, 
to smoke less than a pack a day . 
He shou ld keep himself phy sically 
fit becau se he will thereby help to 
ward off other diseases an d will 
recov er more readily if he does 
g et sick. He shou ld g iv e u p an y 
occu pation that requ ires him to 
spen d his day s in du st or soot­ 
laden air. 
Fu rthermore, his doctor can g iv e 
him medicin es that will loosen the 
thick mu cou s secretion s in his lu n g s. 
In creasin g his flu id in take also helps 
in this process. Other dru g s may be 
g iv en to help dilate the small bron ­ 
chial tu bes that are obstru ctin g ex ­ 
piration . In the early stag es the 
n atu ral ex ercises of easy lau g hter, 
hu mmin g , sin g in g an d whistlin g is 
ben eficial as is walkin g in the fresh 
a ir.

NEW YORK (JP)—Scattered throu g h the Milky Way 
are perhaps 600 million plan ets bearin g in tellig en t life, an 
astron omer theorized today . 
The Milky Way is a g alax y or fam­ 
ily of 20 to 200 billion stars, with ou r 
su n bein g a rather av erag e star. 


Prof. Lloy d Motz of Colu mbia Un i­ 
v ersity said he estimates the Milky 
Way con tain s 200 million stars sim­ 
ilar to ou r su n , an d if they hav e plan ­ 
ets like ou rs, each mig ht possess 
three “as abodes of an in tellig en t 
form of life.” 
Besides earth in the retin u e of the 
su n ’s plan ets, Ven u s an d Mars “cou ld 
su pport an in tellig en t form of life u n ­ 
der slig htly altered con dition s,” Motz 
told a join t session of the In stitu te 
of Aerospace Scien ces an d American 
Meteorolog ical Society . 
“That life ex ists bey on d the solar 
sy stem is n ow taken for g ran ted by 
mast scien tists, ev en thou g h we hav e 
n o direct ev iden ce,” he said. 
“We kn ow from astron omical ob­ 
serv ation s that in ou r g alax y there 
are million s of stars similar to ou r 
su n . Recen t dev elopmen ts in the 
theory of stellar ev olu tion (n ow ob­ 
serv ation ally con firmed) show that all 
stars with the same g en eral charac­ 
teristics orig in ated in pretty mu ch the 
same way from the same kin d of 
cosmic du st an d g as, an d hav e 
ev olv ed in the same time throu g h the 
same series of stag es. 


“Moreov er, we also kn ow that when 
surt like the su n a x e bo ro fro m a 


matrix of g a s an d du st, a plan etary 
sy stem also arises. 
“From this it follows that there 
are in the g alax y million s of plan ­ 
etary sy stems like ou r solar sy stem 
with similar phy sical an d chemical 
properties.” 
If a star has been bu rn in g lon g 
en ou g h, an d if the temperatu re is 
ag reeable on a plan et, hig hly in telli­ 
g en t life is bou n d to ev olv e, Motz 
said.

divorced men who now can deduct 
up to $ 600 a year paid for the cire 
of children while they work could 
deduct $ 900 for the care of two chil­ 
dren and $ 1,000 for three. In addition, 
families with working wives could 
earn $ 7,000 a year instead of the 
present $ 4,500 limit—and still claim 
this benefit. 


Bitter and Sweet 
Then there wore these proposals 
combining the bitter and the sweet: 
Most taxpayers 65 or older could 
subtract $ 300 from their annual tax 
bill. But they could no longer claim 
an additional $ 600 personal exemp­ 
tion nor the present retirement in­ 
come credit. The net effect would be 
a tax saving for most—but not a ll- 
older taxpayers. 
Bitter 
Finally, most taxpayers probably 
would place the following recom­ 
mendations in the bitter category; 
Itemized deductions could only be 
claimed to the extent that they ex­ 
ceeded 5 per cent of taxable income. 
And there w ould be stricter Iud its 
on deductions for charitable con­ 
tributions and casualty losses. E x­ 
cept for medical expenses, deduc­ 
tions now start with the first dollar 
of expense. 
The right to exclude from taxable 
income up to $ 100 a week of sick 
pay, 
under certain circumstances, 
would be repealed entirely. 
There also would be changes in 
medical 
expense 
deductions. 
Tax­ 
payers under 65 now’ may deduct 
medical outlays in excess of 3 per 
cent of taxable income, with drugs 
and 
medicines deductible 
only 
if 
they top I per cent of income. The 
two 
categories 
would 
be 
lumped 
under a new 4 per cent of income 
rule and. in addition, would be sub­ 
ject to the general 5 per cent floor 
on itemized deductions. 
Present dollar limits on medical 
deductions would be repealed, how­ 
ever, and persons 65 or older could 
deduct 
all 
such 
expenses—subject 
only to the general 5 per cent floor.
